FOBT UUVIL IKI.ET, S. C., Nov. 11. / 


The sleam gunboata Uuidilla, Pembiim 


and Curlew went up the river yestenluy to 
Ueaufort under orders from Commodore 
Dupont. 
From the anchorage of the fl«et 


us far us (lie mouth of the IJeaufort river, 
not a human being was seen ; the planta- 
tions on either bank were deserted, and the 
entire county bore a mournful aspect strange- 
ly contrasting with the beauty of the scene- 
ry and the glorious sunshine. 
At the con- 


fluence of the Beaufort and Uroacl river.s, 
there was a slight change : the plantations 
which now began to dot the shore, gave evi- 
dence of a somewhat numerous colored pop- 
ulation, nearly all male, but not a single 
white man showed his face. 
Approaching 


the city, the negroes were aeen paddling 
their "dugouts" close in shore, laden with 
common household furniture ; such as they 
would be likely to use in their own quar- 
ters, but they avoided the gnnboLitsaH much 
RH possible. 
Our object being to reach 


Ueaufort as quickly as potisibh', we did nut 
attempt to take up these fugitives. 


The city of Beaufort, ono of the ino.il 


beautiful in southern latitudes, in situated 
on the right bank of the river, which here 
makes an extensive sweep, giving the water 
tho appearance of a broad lake. The town 
has a frontage on the stream of six or eight 
furlongs, and the buildings show unmistak- 
ably the wealth of their lale occupants.— 
The sailors were not permitted to land, tlio 
reponnoitcring party being composed of the 
principal officers of the ex partition,[only four 
in number. Some score of the best houni'.s 
vvero visited—amongst others, those of Col, 
K. Illicit, Dr. Kiliutland Col. Bramwell-- 
and every building .showed evidences of thu 
panic which hadst'iml the inhabitants afu-r 
our victory of last Thursday, ami the stiter- 
nalia of the negroes after their departure. 


Ajfew aged slaves afforded ti.s some in- 


formation in regard to the events which had 
occurred. 
When it was known iu Beaufort 


tfnit the rebels ^v^ 
lrL• in (light Iron thuir bat- 


teries on Hilton Head and Bay Voint, tho 
whites in Beaufort immediately commenced 
leaving in hot haste, some for Charleston 
and others for a point toward tht; shore of 
St. Ileluua Sound. 
(The latter inlet is to 


thu north of Port itoyul, 'with which thtro 
ia internal water communication.) 
Wt: 


learned tliat every article of property which 
was valuable and portable WHS carried oft', 
the beds and umttras^es having been cut in 
up in order to provide wrapping material 
for the numerous packages, und the it-alli*r.< 
thrown from thu windows. 
1'ianolurtiM 


stood out on tho sidewalks, guitars, and 
other instruments lay in different slagos of 
dilapidation upon the pavement!, and the 
entire plnce si-emed the very picture of ruin 
and desolation. The housea outside were 
as beautiful as ever, and the flower gardens 
were uninjured, but the interiors wyrn inuti 
awful slate, little better than a chaos of 
broken furniture, torn buobs and engravings, 
old letters, Aic. 
The negroes assured us 


tliU was all <:f]'t:cU:d by tin: "country pro- 
pie," as they called lliem, (meaning ilie 
lielil hands,) and thai they had done nil 
they could to prevent the ilcstruction, but 
without avail. 


At the post often \vo found a number of 


important letters ; among them one from 
Commodore Tntuall, dated a day or two lie- 
fore the battle. ll« felt, it would seem, 
quite confident as to the result, and prom- 
ised that he would stick by the dofonder.s of 
the forts until the very lust, 
lie certainly 


redeemed his promise in a very strange 
manner; may hi; he recollected the fate of 
thai other Commodore, of Hutteras Inlet 
notoriety. All the letters in question have 
been delivered over to Commodore Dupont. 


We then ordered I he negroes to show us 


the way to the atscnui, and here we found 
property belonging to Uncle Sam which 
well repaid us for our journey. The entire 
Frosiiel lighting apparatus formerly used on 
Hunting Island and Martin's Industry, was 
discovered, in excellent condition, except 
that tho massive brass works wen; some- 
what tarnished for want of cleaning. 
One 


light, is revolving, the other fixed, and both 
apparatus were imported for the purpose 
from France at a cost of several thousand 
dollars. 
A:i Commodore Dupont is desi- 


rous of immediately laying down the buoys 
in this great harbor of Port Royal, and 
rendering it a secure refuge and anchorage 
for Chipping, it would scarcely be possible 
to over estimate the value of our discovery. 
The entire machinery, lamps, burners,clock 
work, &c.,avft now safely on boiml the Wa- 
banh, and will aoon bo replaced in their for- 
mer position. 


The other articles captured in the arse- 


nal were a few dozen muskets of the '."i^. 
pattern, Springfield manufacture' ; a qnan 
tity of bayonets and United States cartoui-ho 
boxes, a few kt-gs of Kentucky powder, 
(iibout five hundred pounds in all,) three 
siege gun-carriages, und an ok! twenty-four 
pounder of little uilue ; tho hitter we ten- 
dered useless by knocking off the truiunns. 
The long room of the second floor, we learn- 
ed, was used as a ball room by the inhabi- 
tants, and served as tho headquarters of 
that gallant corps, "tho Beaufort Artillery.'' 
Around the walls were festooned thu iituiu's 
of Jefferson Jjuvis, Beanregard, Piekens, 
Calhoun, &c.; these were naturally remov- 
ed from their dusty elevation, and left thu 
walls bleak and bare as the lower chtimbeis. 


We were led to believe by tho negroes 


that SDIUO intention exists on the part of 
their late, masters to burn the city of Beau- 
fort during the night lime, throwing the 
blame upon us. The gun-bout Curlew, 
which came up to headquarters this fore- 
noon, rejoins the 1'einhinn and Unatlilla 
this evening, ami the Commodore has de- 
termined that no further excesses shall be 
committed either by blacks or whites, Tt 
ia understood that several companies of 
marines will be placed on guard there to- 
morrow for the purpose ot watching over 
the property left by tho panic stricken in- 
habitants. 


Our forces at Hilton Head occupy a very 


strong position. The wooded portions of 
the island are almost impassable for troops, 
being covered by a thick jungle, which ren- 
ders it necessary for bodies of troops to 
tako the roads in marching from one point 
to another. 


The great prominent result of the expe- 


dition tin's far, is the securing for oar fleet 
of men-of-war and mercantile marine, the 
best harbor south of Hampton Roads. 
An- 


other prominent feature is that there has 
been no loyal sentiment yet developed in 
these parts ; not a single white rna.ii having 
voluntarily come forward as yet. 


A BHAVE BOY. 


The following statements are from the 


Tribune: 


On almost every vessel after lh« light, the 


men were called aft and publicly Uianlu'd 
by Iheir respective captains. On the ship 
Btenvillc, particular mention was made and 
special thanks returned, in presence of the 
ship's company, to William Henry Steele,a 
boy not \-\ year.s old, who conducted him- 
self with distinguished bravery. He is a 
powder-boy, an J not only never flinched or 
dodged a shot, bill when two men were 
killed at his gun, he did not turn pule or 
cease for an instant his duties, but handed 
the cartridge he had in hand to the gunner, 
stepped carefully over the bodies, und hast- 
ened below for more ammunition.

Steele is asmart, active, intelligent boy from 
Williamsburg, New York, where his parents 
live. 
He cannot fail to make such a sailor 


as his country will yet be very proud of.

as far as the mouth of tho Beaufort river, 
not a human being was seen ; the planta- 
tions on either bank were deserted, and the 
entire county bore a mournful aspect strange- 
ly contrasting with the beauty of the scene- 
ry and the glorious sunshine. 
At the con- 


fluence of the Beaufort and Broad rivers, 
there was a slight change :: the plantations 
which now began to dot the shore, gave evi- 
dence of a somewhat numerous colored pop- 
ulation, nearly all male, but not' a single 
white man showed bis lace. 
Approaching 


the city, the negroes were aeen paddling 
their "dugouts" close in shore, laden with 
common household furniture ; such as they 
would be likely to use in their own quar- 
ters, but they avoided the gunboats as much 
as possible. 
Our object being to reach 


Beaufort as quickly as possible, we did not 
attempt to take up these fugitives. 


The city of Beaufort, one of the most 


beautiful in southern latitudes, is situated 
on the right bank of the river, which here 
makes an extensive sweep, giving the water 
the appearance of a broad lake. 
The town 


has a frontage on the stream of six or eight 
furlongs, and the buildings show unmistak- 
ably the wealth of their late occupants.— 
The sailors were not permitted to land, the 
reconnoiteriug party being composed of the 
principal officers of the expeditioa^only four 
in number. Some score of the best houses 
were visited—amongst others, those of Col. 
E. Khett, Dr. Elliott and Col. Bramwell 
and every building showed evidences of the 
panic which had seized the inhabitants after 
our victory of last Thursday, and the sater- 
nalia of the negroes after their departure. 


Ajfew aged slaves afforded us some in- 


formation in regard to the events which had 
occurred. When it was known in Beaufort 
that the rebels were in flight frorr. their bat- 
teries on Hilton Head and Bay Point, the 
whites in Beaufort immediately commenced 
leaving iu hot haste, some lor Charleston 
and others for a point toward the shore of 
St. Helena Sound. (The latter inlet is to 
the^north of Port Royal,'with which there 
is internal water communication.) 
We 


learned that every article of property which 
was valuable and portable was carried oft', 
the beds and mattrasses having been cut in 
up in order to provide wrapping material 
for the numerous packages, and the feathers 
tlircwn from the windows. 
Pianofortes 


stood out on the sidewalks, guitars and 
other instruments lay in diM'erent stages of 
dilapidation upon the pavements, and the 
entire place seemed the very picture of ruin 
and desolation. 
The houses outside were 


as beautiful as ever, and the flower gardens 
were uninjured, but the interiors were in an 
awful state, little better than a chaos of 
broken furniture, torn books and engravings, 
old letters, &c. 
The negroes assured 113 


this was all affected by the "country peo- 
ple," as they called them, (meaning ihe 
field bauds,) and that they had done all 
they could to prevent the destruction, but 
without avail. 


At the post office we found a number of 


important letters ; among them one from 
Commodore Tatnall, dated a day or two be- 
fore the battle. 
He felt, it would seern, 


quite confident as to the result, and prom- 
ised that he would stick by the defenders of 
the forts until the very last. 
He certainly 


redeemed his promise in a very strange 
manner ; may be he recollected the fate 'of 
that other Commodore, of Hatteras Inlet 
notoriety. All the letters in question have 
been delivered over to Commodore Dupont. 


We then ordered the negroes to show us 


the way to the arsenal, and here we fonnc 
property belonging to Uncle Sam which 
well repaid us for our journey. The enti 
Presnel lighting apparatus formerly used on 
Hunting Island and Martin's Industry, was 
discovered, in excellent condition, exciip 
that the massive brass works were gome 
what tarnished for want of cleaning. 
One 


light is revolving, the other fixed, and both 
apparatus were imported for the purpose 
from France at a coat of several thonsanc 
dollars. 
As Commodore Dupont is desi- 


rous of immediately laying down the buoys 
in this great harbor of Port Royal, and 
rendering it a secure refuge and anchorage 
for shipping, it would scarcely be possible 
to over estimate the value of onr discovery. 
The entire machinery, lamps, burners,clock 
work, &c., are now safely on board the Wa- 
bash, and will soon be replaced in their for- 
mer position. 
. The other articles captured in the arse- 
nal were a few dozen muskets of the '5J 
pattern, Springfield manufacture ; a quan 
tity of bayonets and United States cartouche 
boxes, a few kegs of Kentucky powder, 
(about five hundred pounds in all,) three 
siege gun-carriages, and an old twenty-four 
pounder of little value ; the latter we 
tiered useless by knocking off the truni 
The long room of the second floor, we learn- 
ed, was used as a ball room by the inhabi- 
tants, and served as the headquarters of 
that gallant corps, "the Beaufort Artillery." 
Around the walls were festooned the names 
of Jefferson Davis, Beauregard, Pickens, 
Calhoun, &c.; these were naturally remov- 
ed from their dusty elevation, and left the 
walls bleak and bare as the lower chambers. 


We were led to believe by the negroes 


that some- intention exists on the part of 
their late masters to burn the city of Beau- 
fort during the night time, throwing the 
blame upon us. 
The gun-boat Curlew, 


which came up to headquarters this fore- 
noon, rejoins the Pembina and Unadilla 
this evening, and the Commodore has de- 
termined that no further excesses shall be 
committed either by blacks or whites. It 
is understood that several companies of 
marines will be placed on guard there to- 
morrow for the purpose of watching over 
the property left by the panic stricken in- 
habitants. 


Our forces at Hilton Head occupy a very 


strong position. 
The wooded portions of 


the island are almost impassable for troops, 
being covered by a thick jungle, which ren- 
ders it necessary for bodies of troops to 
take the roads in marching from one point 
to another. 


The great prominent result of the expe- 


dition thus far, is the securing for oar fleet 
of men-of-war and mercantile marine, the 
best harbor south of Hampton Roads. An- 
other prominent feature is that there has 
been no loyal sentiment yet developed in 
these parts ; not a single white man having 
voluntarily come forward as yet. 


A BRAVE BOY. 


The following statements are from the 


Tribune : 


On almost every vessel after the fight, the 


men were called aft and pablioly thanked 
by their respective captains. On the ship 
Bienville, particular mention was made and 
special thanks returned, in presence of the 
ship's company, to William Henry Steele, a 
boy not 14 years old, who conducted him- 
self with distinguished bravery. He is a 
powder-boy, ani not only never flinched or 
dodged a shot, but when two men were 
killed at his gun, he did not turn pale oj- 
cease for an instant his duties, but handed 
the cartridge he had in hand to the gunner, 
stepped carefully over the bodies, and hast- 
ened below for more' ammunition. 
Young 


Steele is asruart, active, intelligent boy from 
Williamsbnrg, New York, where his parents 
live. He cannot fail to make snch a sailor 
as his country will yet be very proud of. 


PLUOK. 


The cage of Thos, Jackson, coxswain of 


the Wabash, deserves notice. Hewasstruck 
by a shot or a splinter, which so nearly cut 
his leg off 
1 as to leave it hanging but by a 


small portion of the muscle and skin. Par- 
tially rising and leaning painfullyagainst a 
gun, Jackson glanced at his mangled limb, 
and, in an instant perceived its hopeless 
condition. Feeling behind his back in hjs 
belt, where seamen always carry their knives, 
he drew his sheath knife from its leather 
scabbard and deliberately began to saw 
away at his leg, but the knife was dull and 
he could not cut the limb off. As he was 
borne below by his mates, and afterward, 
he asked continually how the fight was go- 
ing; and kept saying, " I hope we'll win it. 
I hope we'll win." In two hours he died, 
his last words being a wish for our victory 
in this battle, and a word of thanks that he 
had been able to do something for the honor 
of the " dear old flag."

right of search which we have always re- 
suted, while the English government will 
take ottr former position, and repudiate 
their own arguments and practice. It will 
be seen that it makea all the difference im- 
aginable whether it is our owu ox or your 
bull which has been gored. 
No doubt all 


the ill-feeling which has grown up between 
this country and Knglam} on this question 
Ima proceeded from tho manner of the 
searches of our vessels made by tho British 
during the Kuropeaii wars in Napoleon's 
tinu>. That was a period of hard necessi- 
ties on the part of England ; she wanted 
men, sailors especially, and never being 
over-scrupulous of means, she was, in many 
instanced, tyrannical and outrageous in her 
acts towards us, whom she considered a 
weaker nation. 
Naturally we resented this 


conduct, and it was jiut as natural for us 
to tak« the ground that no veasfl bearing 
our iUg should bo subjected to search, be- 
came if wo admitted the right at all, Eng- 
lishmen would t;kkt! advantage of it. 
So 


wo were, or thought we were, compelled to 
take extreme) grounds on this subject. 
We 


of the north, especially, have seen that the 
practical working of this doctrine, in rela- 
tion to the suppression of the alavo trade, 
has been ngainst us. 
We were bound by a 


ti-eaty with England to aid in putting down 
this tr.itlic, but under the rule of southern 
statesmen our government has objected to 
the search by Kngliah cruisers of all vessels 
bearing the American flag, and thin by our 
own pervorjity wo have aided the 
slave 


trade. 
In practice-, however, wo have fre- 


quently ignored the doctrines of our own 
statesmen, and slavers have beei. searched 
by both nations, no matter what Hag they 
havu hoisted. It is nonsense to suppose 
that tho police of the seas in relation to 
slavers, pirates and contraband of war, can 
be successfully prosecuted, if every such 
cruiser becomes sacred the moment it hoists 
A national Mag. 


Our doctrine in relation to the right of 


search has been carried too far, and now 
we arj about to reap the consequences in 
the matter of the seizure of Mason and 
Slidell. We shall back down from the ex- 
treme ground we have occupied on that 
subject, and must do so, or the rebels can 
take advantage of it, and by having a» as- 
aortment of flags on hand, completely elude 
our cruisers at all times. 


It is said that the government wHl sustain 


tho act of Com. Wilkes, because nmbaasa- 
ilors und their dispatches are considered 
contraband of war among all nations. 
But 


were they ambassadors V 
We do not ac- 


knowledge the right of the rebels to send 
ambassadors, or write dispatches in the di- 
plomatic meaning of the term. 


We do not propose to discuss this ques- 


tion which belongs to diplomats, and will 
be decided upon what ha* been the practice 
of nations ; but we much fear that our own 
peculiar doctrines in relation to the right of 
search, and the relations subsisting between 
us and the rebels, will servo to complicate 
the question, and gives England the oppor- 
tunity she desires, to meddle with the rebel- 
lion. 
Without any reference to what is na- 


tional law, we may say that the general im- 
pression among the people is that it was a 
good thing to get possession of these two 
big traitors, but that in accomplishing so 
desirable an object, Com. Wilkes did whet 
would have been extremely repugnant to 
oar notions of right, if an English comman- 
der had done the same thing towards one of 
our own vessels. 
Notwithstanding the 


doubts about the legality of the act, how- 
over, we do not think there is any disposi- 
tion to surrender the two rebela. If nation- 
al law is not on our side the necessity of 
the case will justify it. 
We may be con 


strained to apologize for tho act, but we 
must keep the prisoners. There is nothing 
more certain than that. 
England would do 


that under similar circumstances, and as we 
are of the same blood, we will do no less.

The Seizure of Mason ana Sliclell. 


The seizure of Mason and Slidell on board 


of a Britiiih steamer, by one of our vessels 
of war, will be a fruitful subject of discus- 
sion. It 13 a singular him of affairs which 
places us on that side of the question of the 
right of search which we have ahvays re- 
sisted, while the English government will 
take onr former position, and repudiate 
their own arguments and practice. 
It will 


be seen that it makes all the difference im- 
aginable whether it is our own ox or your 
bull which has been gored. 
No doubt all 


the ill-feeling which has grown up between 
this country and England on this question 
has proceeded from the manner of the 
searches of our vessels made by the British 
during the European wars in Napoleon's 
time. That was a period of hard necessi- 
ties on the part of England ; she wanted 
men, sailors especially, and never being 
over-scrupulous of means, she was, in many 
instances, tyrannical and outrageous in her 
acts towards us, whom she considered a 
weaker nation. 
Naturally we resented this 


conduct, and it was just as natural for us 
to take the ground that no vessel bearing 
our flag should be subjected to search, be- 
cause it' ws admitted the right at all. Eng- 
lishmen would take advantage of it. 
So 


we were, or thought we were, compelled to 
take extreme grounds on this subject. 
We 


of the north, especially, have seen that the 
practical working of this doctrine, in rela- 
tion to the suppression of the slave trade, 
has been against us. 
We were bound by a 


treaty with England to aid in putting down 
this traffic, but under the rule of southern 
statesmen our government has objected to 
the search by English cruisers of all vessels 
bearing the American flag, and thus by our 
own perversity we have aided the 
slave 


trade. In practice, however, we have fre- 
quently ignored the doctrines of our own 
statesmen, and slavers have been searched 
by both nations, no matter what flag they 
have ho:sted. It is nonsense to suppose 
that the police of the seas in relation to 
slavers, pirates and contraband of war, can 
be successfully prosecuted, if every such 
cruiser becomes sacred the moment it hoists 
a national flag. 


Our doctrine in relation to the right of 


search has been carried too far, and now 
we aro about to reap the consequences in 
the matter of the seizure of Mason and 
Slidell. 
We shall back down from the ex- 


treme ground we have occupied on that 
subject, and must do so, or the rebels can 
take advantage of it, and by bavin" an as- 
sortment of flags on hand, completely elude 
our cruisers at all times. 


It is said that the government will sustain 


the act of Com. Wilkes, because ambassa- 
dors and their dispatches are considered 
contraband of war among all nations. 
But 


were they ambassadors ? We do not ac- 
knowledge the right of the rebels to send 
ambassadors, or write dispatches in the di- 
plomatic meaning of the term. 


We do not propose to discuss this ques- 


tion which belongs to diplomats, and will 
be decided upon what has been the practice 
of nations ; but we much fear that our own 
peculiar doctrines in relation to the right of 
search, and the relations subsisting between 
us and the rebels, will serve to coiflplicate 
the question, and gives England the oppor- 
tunity she desires, to meddle with the rebel- 
lion. 
Without an; reference to what is na- 


tional law, we may say that the general im- 
presaion among the people is that it was a 
good thing to get possession of these two 
big traitors, but that in accomplishing so 
desirable an object, Com. Wilkes did whet 
would have been extremely repugnant to 
oar notions of right, if an English comman- 
der had done the same thing towards one of 
our own vessels. 
Notwithstanding the 


doubts about the legality of the act, how- 
ever, we do not think there is any disposi- 
tion to surrender the two rebels. If nation- 
al law is not on our side the necessity of 
the case will justify it. 
We may be con- 


strained to apologize for the act, but we 
must keep the prisoners. There is nothing 
more certain than that. England would do 
that under similar circumstances, and as we 
are of the same blood, we will do no less. 


Tfce Port Royal Fleet. 


According to yesterday's advices our fleet 


still remained at Port Royal. 
It appears, 


also, that no lauding had been mado on the 
mainland. 
We confess that we do not like 


Gen. Sherman's proclamation, which seems 
to indicate that he has great respect for the 
traitors, and that he will exceedingly regret 
the necessity of being hard with them. We 
don't believe, that is the way to talk to South 
Carolina. 
They have forfeited all rights 


under the constitution ; and are not 
fellow citizens, but rebels of the very worst 
description. We do not observe that this 
very polite, but exceedingly Billy proclama- 
tion, has had the least effect in softening 
the hearts of the rebels. 
On the contrary 


"this|proud and hospitable people" talk about 
black flags, hanging prisoners, and propose 
to treat Gen. Sherman and his "mud-sills" 
with prisons and tombs. 
Proclamations 


are not Gen. Sherman's fort, as A. Ward 
says, and he had better discontinue them 
and take Charleston or Savannah. 


The contrabands throng the camp of 


Gen. Sherman, but so far they have not 
been "armed" either with spades or mus- 
kets.

A DOSE FOB MARYLAND TRAITORS.—The 


Baltimgre Clipper prints the act of 1777, 
which provided for punishment by death 
any person who shoul'j be found taking up 
arms iu the state of Maryland against the 
Dnited States, and inflicting other penal- 
ties upon toryism in its various forms of 
resistance to the federal government. This 
act, modified to suit the present case, will 
probably bo passed by the Maryland legis- 
lature just chosen. There will be but few weak 
kneed gentlemen iu the next legislature. 
Among other acts which the legislature is 
called upon to pass are the following: 


1. Devoting five millions of dollars in H 


aid of the federal government for putting 
down the rebellion, and a formal tender of 
Maryland's quota of volunteers for the war. 


2. The abolition of the laws confiscating 


the property of loyal men, and their appli- 
cation to the property of the rebels and 
insurgents, who have fled to secessia, or 
who took up arms in the 19th of April re- 
bellion.

SHcrmaii,'s Proclamation to the 
P«opl« of South Carolina. 


After landing and taking possession 01 


the forts, Gen. Sherman issued the follow- 
ing proclamation: 
To THE PEOPLE OP SOUTH CAROLINA :— 


In obedience to the President of these 


United States of America, I have landed on 
your shores with a small force of national 
troops. 
The dictates of a duty which, un- 


der the constitution, I owe to a great sov- 
ereign state, and to a proud and hospitable 
people, among whom I have passed some 
of the pleaaantest, days of my life, prompt 
me to proclaim that we have come among 
you with no feelings of personal animosity, 
no desire to harm, your citizens, destroy 
your property, or interfere with any'of your 
lawful laws, rights, or your social or local 
institutions, beyond what the causes herein 
briefly alluded to may render unavoidable. 


Citizens of South'Carolina! 
The civil- 


ized world stand appalled at the course you 
are pursuing!—appalled at thecritneyou are 
committing against your own mother—the 
best, and most enlightened, aud heretofore 
the most prosperous of nations. You are 
in a state of active rebellion against the 
laws of your common country.- You have 
lawlessly seized upon the forts, arsenals, 
and other property belonging to our com- 
mon country, and within your borders with 
this property you are waging a ruthless war 
against your constitutioual government, and 
thus threatening the existence of a govern- 
ment whioh you are bound by the terms of 
the solemn compact to live under and faith-. 
fully support. In doing this you are not 
only undermining and preparing the way 
for totally ignoring your own political and 
social existence, but yon are threatening 
the civilized world with the odious senti- 
ment that sclf-govcniinenl is impossible 
with civilized mau. 


Fellow Citizens: I implore you to pause 


aud reflect upon the tenor and consequen 
ces of your acts, if the awful sacrifices 
made by the devastation of our property, 
the shedding of fraternal blood in battle, 
the mourning ane wailing of widows and 
orphans throughout our-land, are insuffi- 
cient to deter you from further pursuing 
this unholy war. 
Then ponder, I beseech 


you, upon the ultimate but not less certain 
result which its further progress must ne- 
cessarily and naturally -entail upon your 
once happy and prosperous state. .Indeed, 
can you pursue this fratricidal war, and 
continue to imbrue your bands in the loyal 
blood of your countrymen, your friends, 
your kinsmen, for no other object than to 
unlawfully disrupt tbe confederacy of a 
great people—a confederacy established by 
your own hands, in order to set up, were 
it possible, an independent government, 
under which you can never live in peace, 
prosperity, or quietness. 


Carolinians: we have come among you 


as loyal men, fully impressed with our con- 
stitutional obligatioas to the citizens of 
your state ; those obligations shall be per- 
formed as far as in our power ; but be not 
deceived: the obligation of suppressing 
armed combinations against the constitu- 
tional authorities is paramount to all oth- 
ers,

The Latest from Port Royal. 


HILTON HEAD ISUSD, 
) 


POET RorAi IKLCT, S. C., Nov. 11. j 


The steam gunboats Unidilla, Pembina 


and Curlew went up the river yesterday to 
Beaufort under orders from Commodore 
Dupont. From the anchorage of the fleet 
aa far as the mouth of the Beaufort river, 
not a human being was seen ; the planta- 
tions on either bank were deserted, and the 
entire county bore a mourn I ulaspect strange- 
ly contrasting with the beauty of the scene- 
ry aud the glorious sunshine. At the con- 
fluence of the Beaufort and Broad rivers, 
there was a slight change : the plantations 
which now began to dot the shore, gave evi- 
dence of a somewhat numerous colored pop- 
ulation, nearly all male, but not a single 
white man showed his face. 
Approaching 


the city, the negroes were seen paddling 
their "dugouts" close in shore, laden with 
common household furniture ; such as they 
would be likely to use in their own quar- 
ters, but they avoided the gunboats as much 
as possible. 
Our object being to reach 


Beaufort as quickly as possible, we did not 
attempt to take up these fugitives. 


The city of Beaufort, one of the most 


beautiful in southern latitudes, is situated 
on the right bank of the river, which here 
makes an extensive sweep, giving the water 
the appearance of a broad lake. The town 
has a frontage on the stream of six or eight 
furlongs, and the buildings show unmistak- 
ably the wealth of their late occupants.— 
The sailors were not permitted to land, the 
reconnoiteriug party being composed of the 
principal officers of the expeditioa^ouly four 
in number. Some score of the best houses 
were visited—amongst others, those of Col. 
K. Rhett, Dr. Elliott aud Col. Bramwell— 
and every building showed evidences of the 
panic which had seized the inhabitants after 
our victory of last Thursday, and the sater- 
nalia of the negroes after their departure. 


Ajfew aged slaves afforded us some in- 


formation in regard to the events which had 
occurred. When it was known in Beaufort 
that the rebels were in flight froir their bat- 
teries on Hilton Head and Bay Point, the 
whites in Beaufort immediately commenced 
leaving in hot haste, some !or Charleston 
and others for a point toward the shore of 
St. Helena Sound. (The latter inlet is to 
the north of Port Royal,'with which there 
is internal water communication.) 
We 


learned that every article of property which 
was valuable and portable was carried oil', 
the beds and mattrasses having been cut in 
up iu order to provide wrapping material 
for the numerous packages, and the feathers 
thrown from the windows. 
Piauoiorle^ 


stood out on the sidewalks, guitars and 
other instruments lay in difl'erent stages of 
dilapidation upon the pavements, and the 
entire place seemed the very picture of ruin 
and desolation. The houses outside were 
as beautiful as ever, and the flower gardens 
were uninjured, but the interiors were iu an 
awful state, little better than a chaos of 
broken furniture, torn books and engravings, 
old letters, &c. The negroes assured us 
this was all effected by the "country poo- 
pie," as they called them, (meaning I he 
field bauds,) and that they had done all 
they could to prevent the destruction, but 
without avail. 


At the post office we found a number of 


important letters; among them one from 
Commodore Tatnall, dated a day or two be- 
fore the battle. He felt, it would seern, 
quite confident as to the result, and prom- 
ised that he would stick by the defenders of 
the forts until the very last. He certainly 
redeemed his promise in a very strange 
manner ; may be he recollected the fate of 
that other Commodore, of Hatteras Inlet 
notoriety. All the letters in question have 
been delivered over to Commodore Dupont. 


We then ordered the negroes to show us 


the way to the arsenal, and here we found 
property belonging to Uncle Sam which 
well repaid us for our jouruey. The entire 
Fresnel lighting apparatus formerly used on 
Hunting Island and Martin's Industry, was 
discovered, in excellent condition, except 
that the massive brass works were some- 
what tarnished for want of cleaning. 
One 


light is revolving, the other fixed, and both 
apparatus were imported for the purpose 
from France at a cost of several thousand 
dollars. As Commodore Dupont is desi- 
rous of immediately laying down the buoys 
in this great harbor of Port Royal, and 
rendering it a secure refuge and anchorage 


On almost every vessel after the fight, the 


men were called aft and publicly thanked 
by their respective captains. On the ship 
Bienville, particular mention was made and 
special thanks returned, in presence of the 
ship's company, to William Henry Steele, a 
boy not 14 years old, who conducted him- 
self with distinguished bravery. He is a 
powder-boy, ani not only never flinched or 
dodged a shot, but when two men were 
killed at his gun, he did not tarn pale or 
cease for an instant his duties, but handed 
the cartridge he had in hand to the gunner, 
stepped carefully over the bodies, and hast- 
ened below for more' ammunition. Young 
Steele is a smart, active, intelligent boy from 
Williamsburg, New York, where his parents 
live. He cannot fail to make such a sailor 
as his country will yet be very proud of. 


FLUfC. 


The case of Thos. Jackson, coxswain of 


the Wabash, deserves notice. He was struck 
by a shot or a splinter, which so nearly cnt 
his leg off as to leave it hanging but by a 
small portion of the muscle and skin. Par- 
tially rising and leaning painfully against a 
gun, Jackson glanced at his mangled limb, 
and, in an instant perceived its hopeless 
condition. Feeling behind his back in hjs 
belt, where seamen always carry theirknives, 
he drew his sheath knife from its leather 
scabbard and deliberately began to saw 
away at his leg, but the knife was dull and 
he could not cut the limb off. As he was 
borne below by his mates, and afterward, 
he asked continually how the fight was go- 
ing, and kept saying, " I hope we'll win it. 
I hope we'll win." In two hours he died, 
his last words being a wish for our victory 
in this battle, and a word of thanks that he

to over estimate the value of onr discovery. 
The entire machinery, lamps, burners, clock 
worl;, &c., are now safely on board the Wa- 
bash, and will soon be replaced in their for- 
mer position. 


The other articles captured in the arse- 


nal were a few dozen muskets of the '52 
pattern, Springfield manufacture ; a quan- 
tity of bayonets and United States cartouche 
boxes, a few kegs of Kentucky powder, 
(about five hundred pounds in all,) three 
siege gun-carriages, and an old twenty-four 
pounder of little value ; the latter we ren- 
dered useless by knocking off the trunions. 
The long room of the second floor, we learn- 
ed, was used as a ball room by the inhabi- 
tants, and served as the headquarters of 
that gallant corps, " the Beaufort Artillery.'1 
Around the walls were festooned the names 
of Jefferson Davis, Beauregard, Pickens, 
Calhoun, &c.; these were naturally remov- 
ed from their dusty elevation, and left the 
walls bleak and bare as the lower chambers. 


We were led to believe by the negroes 


that some intention exists on the part of 
their late masters to burn the city of Byau- 
fort during the night time, throwing the j 
blame upon us. The gun-boat Curlew, 
which came up to headquarters this fore- 
noon, rejoins the Pembina aud Unaclilla 
this evening, and the Commodore has de- 
termined that no further excesses shall be 
committed either by blacks or whites. It 
is understood that several companies of 
marines will be placed on guard there to- 
morrow for the purpose of watching over 
the property left by the panic stricken in- 
habitants. 


Our forces at Hilton Head occupy a very 


strong position. The wooded portions of 
the island are almost impassable for troops, 
being covered by a thick jungle, which ren- 
ders it necessary for bodies of troops to 
take the roads in marching from one point 
to another. 


The great prominent result of the expe- 


dition thus far, is the securing for our fleet 
of men-of-war and mercantile marine, the 
best harbor south of Hampton Roads. An- 
other prominent feature is that there has 
been no loyal sentiment yet developed in 
these parts ; not a single white man having 
voluntarily come forward as yet.

The Seizure of Mason and Slldell. 


The seizure of Mason and Slidell on board 


of a British steamer, by one of oar vessels 
of war, will be a fruitful subject of discus- 
sion. It is a singular turn of affairs which 
places us on that side of the question of the 
right of search which we have always re- 
sisted, while the English government will 
take oar former position, and repudiate 
their own arguments and practice. It will 
be seen that it makes all the difference im- 
aginable whether it is our own ox or your 
bull which has been gored. No doubt all 
the ill-feeling which has grown up between 
this country and England on this question 
has proceeded from the manner of the 
searches of our vessels made by the British 
during the European wars in Napoleon's 
time. That was a period of hard necessi- 
ties on the part of England ; she wanted 


men, sailors especially, and never being 
over-scrupulous of means, she was, in many 
instances, tyrannical and outrageous in her 
acts towards ns, whom she considered a 
weaker nation. 
Naturally we resented this 


conduct, and it was just as natural for us 
to take the ground that no vessel bearing 
our flag should be subjected to search, be- 
cause it" we admitted the right at all, Eng- 
lishmen would take advantage of it. 
So 


we were, or thought we were, compelled to 
take extreme grounds on this subject. We 
of the north, especially, have seen that the 
practical working of this doctrine, in rela- 
tion to the suppression of the slave trade, 
has been against us. We were bound by a 
treaty with England to aid in putting down 
this traffic, but under the rule of southern 
statesmen our government has objected to 
the search by English cruisers of all vessels 
bearing the A mcrican flag, and thus by our 
own perversity we have aided the slave 
trade. 
In practice, however, we have fre- 


quently ignored the doctrines of our own 
statesmen, and slavers have been searched 
by both nations, no matter what flag they 
have hoisted. It is nonsense to suppose 
that the police of the seas in relation to 
slavers, pirates and contraband of war, can 
be successfully prosecuted, if every such 
cruiser becomes sacred the moment it hoists 
a national flag. 


Our doctrine in relation to the right of 


search has been carried too far, and now 
we ara about to reap the consequences in 
the matter of the seizure of Mason and 
Slidell. We shall back down from the ex- 
treme ground we have occupied on that 
subject, and must do so, or the rebels can 
take advantage of it, and by having an as- 
sortment of flags on hand, completely elude 
our cruisers at all times. 


It is said that the government wHl sustain 


the act of Com. Wilkes, because ambassa- 
dors and their dispatches are considered 
contraband of war among all nations. 
But 


were they ambassadors ? We do not ac- 
knowledge the right of the rebels to send 


The Fort Royal Fleet. 


According to yesterday's advices our fleet 


still remained at Port Royal. It appears, 
also, that no landing had been made on the 
mainland. We confess that we do not like 
Gen. Sherman's proclamation, which seems 
to indicate that he has great respect for the 
traitors, and that he will exceedingly regret 
the necessity of being hard with them. We 
don't believe that is the way to talk to South 
Carolina. They have forfeited all rights 
under the constitution ; and are not our 
fellow citizens, but rebels of the very worst 
description. We do not observe that this 
very polite, but exceedingly silly proclama- 
tion, has had the least effect in softening 
the hearts of the rebels. On the contrary 
"thisjproad and hospitable people" talk about 
black flags, hanging prisoners, and propose 
to treat Gen. Sherman and his "mud-sills" 
with prisons and tombs. 
Proclamations 


are not Gen. Sherman's fort, as A. Ward 
says, and he had better discontinue them 
and take Charleston or Savannah. 


The contrabands throng the camp of 


Gen. Sherman, but so far they have not 
been "armed" either with spades or mus- 
kets.

ambassadors, or write dispatches in the di 
plomatic meaning of the term. 


We do not propose to discuss this ques- 


tion which belongs to diplomats, and will 
be decided upon what has been the practice 
of nations; but we much fear that our own 
peculiar doctrines in relation to the right of 
search, and the relations subsisting between 
us and the rebels, will serve to complicate 
the question, and gives England the oppor- 
tunity she dssires, to meddle with the rebel- 
lion. Without any reference to what is na- 
tional law, we may say that the general im- 
pression among the people is that it was a 
good thing to get possession of these two 
big traitors, but that in accomplishing so 
desirable an object, Com. Wilkes did whet 
would have been extremely repugnant to 
onr notions of right, if an English comman- 
der had done the same thing towards one of 
onr own vessels. 
Notwithstanding 
the 


doubts about the legality of the act, bow- 
ever, we do not think there is any disposi- 
tion to surrender the two rebels. If nation- 
al law is not on our side the necessity of 
the case will justify it. We may be con- 
strained to apologize for the act, but we 
must keep the prisoners. There is nothing 
more certain than that. England would do 
that under similar circumstances, and as we 
are of the same blood, we will do no lesa. 


WHO CAS Exn.Ais?—One thing puz- 


zles ns. The telegraphs from Springfield, 
Mo., have stated that Gens. Siegel and As- 
both, with their divisions, have been mak- 
ing feints towards the south to protect the 
retreat of Gen. Hunters army to the north. 
When Fremont was being hauled over the 
coals, it was stated that the reports of an 
impending attack by the rebels, or even 
any chance whatever of Fremont overtak- 
them, were inventions of Fremont's friends.

lawful laws, rights, or your social or local 
institutions, beyond what the causes herein 
briefly alluded to may render unavoidable. 


Citizens of South Carolina ! The civil- 


ized world stand appalled at the course you 
are pursuing!—appalled at the crime you are 
committing against your own mother—the 
best, and most enlightened, and heretofore 
the most prosperous of nut ions. You are 
in a state of active rebellion against the 
laws of your common country. You have 
lawlessly seized upon the forts, arsenals, 
and other property belonging to our com- 
mon country, and within your borders with 
this property you are waging a ruthless war 
against your constitutional government, and 
thus threatening the existence of a govern- 
ment whioh you are bound by the terms of 
the solemn compact to live under and faith- 
fully support.

secessionists from any share in their man- 
agement hereafter. 


5. Vacating the seat of the rebel United 


States senator James H. Pearee, and put- 
ting Reverdy Johnson in his place.

ago, in speaking of the apparent tardiness 
of our war preparations, we took occasion 
to tell the story of Daniel Boone and the 
Indian, as illustrative of the condition of 
the country. 


The Indian surprised the old hunter 


asleep in the forest, and Boone awoke only 
in time to save his life by dodging behind 
a tree. His gun was unloaded. " I dodg- 
ed and ran as well as I could," Boone nsed 
to relate, " tho Indian so close on my heels 
that I could not get time to load my gun. 
ily knife had fallen to the ground. The lu- 
dian was fully armed and knew I had noth- 
ing. He kept me moving; and as I ran I 
had to load my gun. That waa the longest 
loading I ever did. It took me half an 
hour at least. 
At last I got the bnllet down, 


and then I changed my tactics and made 
short work of the cussed varmint." 


Boone's case, we said, was the nation's 


case, as against the insurgents. 
They 


caught us asleep and disarmed us. Fully 
armed themselves, and ready in all things, 
they have kept ns on the defensive, warding 
off blows with one hand while we loaded 
with the other; but at last our gun is load- 
ed. The first reports of its discharge come 
to us from Piketon and Port Royal; next 
week we shall hear from East Tennessee, 
and the firing will not cease until the white 
Indians are made to bite the dust.—N, T. 
Post.

taxes. You would also have seen that the 
law requires no re-assessment of the prop- 
erty except tbat-«uch property as may hare 
been omitted from the original assessment 
rolls was required to be sold. Let the 
blame for not executing that law rest where 
it belongs, upon the officers charged with 
its execution aud not upon the law itself. 
The work necessary to the execution of 
that law could have been done as well in 
sis weeks, as in six months, or six years.
